An analysis of the Colony’s trade 

statistics for November, compiled by 

tho “Statistlenl Office of the Imports 

and Exports Department, gives the 

following dotalln: : 
Animals (Live). 

The fluctuations In values of {m- 
ports and exports of livo animals 
ave been very alight during the 
year, nnd the November imports of 
$027,435 and exports of $20,553 wore 
» to avcrage. Cattle and pigs do- 
clined slightly as compared: with 
October. 

Building Materiats. 

Indicative of tho activity jn the 
building trado the imports of build- 
ing materials. renched -the highest 
level during the ycar at $1,201,018 as 
compared with $928,220 in October, 
while exports moved in sympathy 
from $683,604 to the new high level 
of $703,073, 

Bricks and tiles increased slightly 
to 2,232,101, pieces ($30,211). 
Cement imports continucd to ap- 
preciate. 270,599 pleuls ($346,241) 
entering as against 208,001 pleuls 
($246,004). Imports from Japan in- 
creased from 161,368 piculs ($180,149) 
to 224,449 nicule ($263,892). Exports 
totalled 226,242 pleuls ($315,726), 
the bulk of the export, 188,3 
($249,840) golng to South China.

THE LIKIN FARCE. 


If there were the least prospect 
ef the abolition of likin becoming 
effective ax from January Ist, the 
date selected by the Nankings Gov- 
ernment, foreign merchants would 
be quite prepared to reconcile them- 
selves to the: new Exelse Duties 
which are fo come into force on the 
same date: Foreign goods which’ 
como under the classification of the 


‘special tax now decided on are to 


pay the Excise Duty in ad- 
dition to the regular Import 
Duty, but Nanking gives an 
assurance that no other form of 
taxes will be collected. ‘This, how- 
ever, is too good to be true. Tf we 
‘take the case of Kwangtung, we 
find the provincial | authorities 
ibbing against the Nanking in- 
attuctions for,the abolition of likin, 
To make up for the loss of revenue 
under this head, the Central Gov- 
ernment has decided to grant 
Kwangtung a monthly payment of 
$260,000, but Canton has now. ask- 
ed that thia sum be doubled; other- 
wise there will be-n shortage, of 
$800,000 = monthly... “Therefore,” 


.2nys.n Canton newspaper, “whether 
or not Hikin can be abolished at the 


schedulod date depends, upon’ the 
reply of the Central Government.” 


LIf that is the attitude of Kwang- 


tung, wo may depend upon it that 
it reflects also the frame of mind 
of the officials of other provinces, 
The point, which obtrudes fs that 
the provincint authorities aro seem. 
ingly all-powerful in this matter,

ft is pertinent to recall that when 
Chinn pressed for | Customs 
diutanomy, the Powers were strong 
In “their. representations _ that 
simultancously with the grant of 
this right there should be a com- 
plete abolition of all other forms 
of {mposts on imported, goods, In 
1928, when the. [Issue was 50 much 
to tho fore, the British Mintater 
reminded Nanking of the announce- 
ment made in the previous year 
that, as soon as possible, the neces- 
sary steps would be taken ‘effective 
ly to ‘abolish likin, Native Customs 
dues, const trade dutiea and alt 
other tuxes on imports, - whether 
levied in transit. or on arrival at 
destination, and he asked for an 
nasurance that goods having vnce 
paid the Customa Duties should be 
freed, as soon as posssble, from any 
imposts of the nature specified. 
This assurance was given without 
qualifiention' of any kind, If we 
revert to the announcement of 
polley to which Sir Miles Lampson 
was referring, we find Nanking de- 
finitely stating by proclamation that 
“once imported goods have paid the 
preseribed new duties at the port 
of entry, they will be freed from 
all further likin tax and other in- 
ternal transit: duties.” Moreover, 
it was further emphasised Uhat the 
National Government “is profound. 
ty convinced that unless the 
obnoxious ayatem of Hkin and 
duties of a like nature be totally 
abolished, the economic develop- 
rent. of the nation cannot be ren- 
lised.” : 

Yet to-day the position is that 
whilst tariff autonomy has been 
granted and additional dutics are 
about to be: imposed, likin and all 
the thousand and one other irre- 
gular levies continue as before. 
What Is of more serious concern is 
that there is no indication that they 
are likely to disappear,  cither. 
China to-day is absolutely honey- 
combed with taxes of every con- 
cvivablo kind, pructically none of 
the proceeds of which ever reich 
the Contrat Government. « This fact 
is responsible not only for an illegal 
obstruction to foreign trade, but it 
ix absolutely killing Chinese In- 
dustry. Assuredly there can be no 
sound economic development ar ex- 
pansion in China until this’ curse 
is removed. Unhappily, by institut- 
inye new dutics and at the same 
time not attempting to insist on 
the provinces obeying its orders, the 
Nanking Government. is only age 
sravating the — situation. The. 
policy is utterly suicidal, But 
seemingly the demands for money 
and yet more moncy must be met, 
whatever the cost and whoever the 
sufferers may be.

Fund, 
which again finds sufficient left over

Reading ctween the Hnes, it 
would seem that ear speed has now 
reached the limit of usefulness. 
Tho same fa almost truc of the acro- 
plane, ay we now know it. With 
petrol as fuel, the  acroplane 
is nota commercial proposi- 
tion at specds of more than 100 
miles an hour. 

Schneider Cup apeeds are attain. 
ed by machines quite incapable of 
carrying clsher passenger or cargo, 
Ablavailable storaye space is used 
for fuel, and the engines drink 
petrol so rapidly — that the flying 
range is very small. 

Trans-Aulantic fliers aro 80 
handicapped by Inck of fuel storage 
that they usually fniah the flight 
with a hare aufictency of petrol. 

In ocean travel the limit of use- 
ful speed has not yet been reached, 
For many years the Mauretania 
held the record for the Atlantic 
crossing. .Some time ago the Bre- 
men shattered the record on her 
first voyage, and her sister ship, 
the Europa, broke It again with a 
still faster time, Even so, the 
Europa travelled at less than forty 
miles nn hour, whereas motorboat 
speeds run up to 100 miles an hour, 


Ocean Journeys. 


The next few decades will see a 
great Incrense in liner apecd. Not. 
only are the different nations com- 
peting; liners are also in competi- 
tion with airships. 

When ovean travel reaches its 
speed Himit a deadlock will result in 
all’ branches of travel. Passengers 
will pay higher fare for speedier 
pasanges up to a certain point, but 
they will not bear the cost of the 
heavy expenses necessary to gain 
the extra few miles on hour at the 
top of the scale. ; 

The late Sir Henry Segrave's re- 
cord-breaking car cost £60,000. 
The car that breaks Sir Henry's re. 
cord will possibly dost even more, 
and it may be tess than five miled 
an hour speedier, .Who pays for 
these experiments? The public, 
eventually. , When the cost of sper. 
gets too high they will prefer not 
to go any faster at that cost. 

Eventually some genius will dis- 
cover a new and inexpensive method 
of achieving even greater apecd. 
Possibly rocket cars and rocket. 
keroplancs, now in the primary ex- 
perimental ‘stages, will” Inaugurate 
the next era of specd.

30-MILE LIMIT. 


>The operation of the new Rend 
Tratile Act presents a big problem 
for snetor-coach services,

In littl: over a month's time the 
speed Limit of 30> miles an hour 
will be enforeed, and coaches 
excecding this speed alo any 
point ef their journeys will 
run the orisk of prosecution, 
Tnquiries at the Ministry of 
Transport revealed that the Minis- 
try bas said the last word on the 
matt Now that the law-has 
been paarsed,” oan offleial said 
“it will be up to the police to see 
that it is enforced.” 


The general opinion appears to 
be that conches will be obliged to 
observe the 30 mites an hour speed 
limit with the utmost enre. 
suggestion hns been made in cer- 
lain quarters that 30) miles an 
hour should be interpreted not as 
nw omaximum, bul as an average: 
but it appears that this Interpre- 
tation is incompatible with the 
wording of the Act. . 


Commenting on the probable 
working of the Act, an official of 
the Automobile Association anid 
that January 1 will inevitably sec 
a considerable slowing up of 
motor-coach services. 


' Mennwhile there‘is no indica- 
tion of the extent to which ser- 
vices will be slowed up. Moat 
conches at present maintain an 
average of about 30 miles an hour; 
but, owing to the traffic delays 
experienced in the London area 
and in other ‘towns, they travel at 
40 ‘or 650 miles an hour in -the 
country. 


Question of Speeds. 


The question of speeds under 
the new Act is at prosent being 
considered by all the motor-coach 
companies, and it is understood 
that experiments have beon carried 
out on at least one route to dis- 
cover how exactly the new speed 
limit will affect | time-tables. 
Much uncertainty, however, exists 
dn all quarters..

Detroit, Nov, 16.—Out of one of 
the biggest problems of the auto- 
motive industry—the delivery of 
new cars to their destinations— 
has grown a thriving business. 
It is a specialized branch of the 
industry. 

A few yeara ago the highways 


Alwore dotted with groups of new 


ears all in line Jand following 2 
leader—"“driveawaya” on thelr 
way from factory to dealers, So 
specialized has this service become 
that vmodern methody have ‘been 
adopted and large corporations 
formed for the delivery of these 
cars. 

No longer do they go the old 
way, over the highway. That some- 
times was injurious, to the cura. 
Modern methods consist of the 
use of huge motor carriers, large 
lake freighters and huge ware- 
houses. 

Rails are still used for long 
hauls across the continent, but for 
short hauls boats and motor 
carricrs are found most practical. 

Six Carg at One Time. 

One of these carriers, made in 
Detroit, is capable of carrying six 
automobiles in two tiers. When 
loaded it accommodates three cars 
16 feet long on its upper deck and 
three, 14 feet five inches long, on 
its lower deek. :

‘This building ia located on the 
shores of Luke .Erie. The ter- 
minal company operates its own 
fleet of lnke boats between Detroit, 
Toledo, Buffalo and Milwaukee to 
collect and deliver cars at each of 
these points. The capacity of 
these ships ig from 250 to 650 
cars, They are able to dock. alony- 
side the terminal at Cleveland and 
run their cargo rijht into the 
building. . 


Inside the building the cars are 
stocked and in some,. instances 
accessories are installed. Then 
they are lined up outside In an 
immense parking lot to -he in- 
spected and driven away to distri- 
butors and dealers, : 


Still More Drive-Aways. 

The drive-away itself still re- 
mains an important institution. 

Last year, one drive-away com- 
pany, operatimg over’ the high- 
waya in convoy fleets, cach car be- 
ing driven by an individual driver, 
handled 35,000 cars.. For exch of 
these ears the company owned a 
license. All drivers werd Inepect- 
ed and those selected were the 
best and) most skilled. Damages 
on this huge fleet of cars averaged 
only 11 cents, 

In some instances, .cars g0 
through three methods of trans- 
portation before they are deliver- 
ed to their purchasers. 

First, they are shipped for on 
their way by boat. At a rail 
terminal they are transferred to a 
railroad’ and transported in this 
way to the distributor. 

. At this point, the distributor 
drives allotments to different 
dealers in his .territory, cither 
employing the convoy method with 
individual drivers, or using the 
huge motor carriers which carry 
from four.to eight cars at a time.

Beware Spilled Petrol. 


‘ Guard against leaks in the fuel 
supply pipes or flooding of the 
curburetter. Escaped petro} in 
the drip pan or elsewhere akout 
the engine may cause serious 
damage or even the destruction of 
the cir. Spilled petrol may 
become ignited by 2 hented 
exhaust. pipe or manifold, but 
much more commonly It is Ignited 
by burning gas expelled through 
the carburettor air Intake system. 
Petrol consumption per mile 
Inereases with higher car apecds. 
Not only docs excessively high 
speed lower petrul economy, but 
tyres and brakes wear fnater. . 

It is advisable occasionally: to 
inspect the shackle bolts and 
U-volts which secure the springs 
in position on the axles. If neg 
lected they may work loose, and 
even when cventually you come to 
tighten them up rust will have 
formed on the threads, so that 
either the thread strips or it is 
imponsible to adjust them at all. 
A slack shackle bolt will cause 
unnecessary rattle, and if this or 
the U-bolts arc slack quite pos- 
sibly- uncomfortable rolling will 
be experienced, 


Loose Wires. 


The story of a service man who 
went to the reseuc of a stranded 
motorist emphasizes the impor- 
tance of paying strict attention to 
the details of the eur’s behaviour. 
He got the power started again 
simply through noting that when- 
ever the engine elected to run It 
operated perfectly. To him this 
meant’ something. Tf the inter- 
mittent runniyg of the motor had 
been hesitating a number of pos- 
aible causes would haye been 
indicated. Valves might have 
been sticking or breaker ‘points 
out of commission. But between 
stalls the engine ran smoothly. 
Noting all this, the rescuer con- 
cluded that the stalling was duc 
to nv loose connexion In the elec- 
trienl system. Under such cir- 
cumstances the running of - the 
engine would be either a feast or 
a famine. Checking over the 
system, he found the high-tension 
wire to the cof] making only occn- 
sional: contact, 


Starting Tip. 


Having the battery go dead or 
the starter motor fail while the 
car is on level ground is reason 
cnough for sending an S.0.5. for 
kelp. But if a motorist is headed 
up hill when the stall occurs it is 
n matter of overlooking opportuni- 
ty to fail to take advantage of the 
incline. 

Quite a number of drivers think 
they cannot crank on the car's 
momentum if headed in this direc- 
tion. The situation, often is an 
advantage rather than a disadvan- 
tage. , More positive cranking can 
be had:in reverse. 7 

To crank under such conditions, 
place the gears in reverse and hold 
the clutch pedal to 
Relense ‘the brakes and allow the 
cnr to const backward, With the 
ignition’ on, let in the clutch, 
pressing it to the floor and apply- 
brakes the instant the 
cngine starts, Under no econdi- 
tlons hrve the gears in a forward 
speed during this process,

If the 
choke has to be used quite a bit on 
a fairly warm day the mixture 
isn't rich enough. 7 


Another clue will be frequent 
atalling of the engine and inability 
to pull slowly in high gear. 


“Please Poss Me.” 


When they take delivery of a 
new car, intelligent _ motorists 
invariably drive it carefully for a 
few hundred miles, in that, annoy- 
ing though the practice may be, 
they know it ia well worth while. 


Perhaps the most irritating part 
of the process, however, is that 
on certain occasions | it must 
necessarily cause n alight 
“obstruction” to other motorists. 
We all know the black looks of the 
“other man” ag. he eventually 
passes us after frantic use of the 
electric harn. The obstruction is 
to some extent inevitable, but the 
annoyance to both parties can be 
alleviated. - 


One manufacturing company at 
any rate, hns founda solution to 
the “loitering” problem. On the 
reur-light of every new car which 
leaves the frictory, the following 
notice is pasted: “New car being 
carefully run in, Please pass 
me” The reason for the low 
speed is ut once obvioua to the 
man behind, and abuse of the 
horn, __till-temper, ete., are 
obviated. 


Another advantage is that, even 
after the car is run in, new and 
nervous drivers can leave the 
notice in position until such time 
as they gain complete confidence. 


Motor insurance. 


There are two features of motor- 
ear insurance about which 
motorists often have capse, or 
think they have cause, to com- 
plain... One is the question of the 
valite of a car in the event of total 
loss, and the other is the small 
reductiona in premium xiven for 
reductions in value. With regard 
tu the first point, complaints arc 
sometimes justified. Many insur- 
ance companies will accept & 
proposer's premium on a basis of 
value for his car which Is obvious- 
ly much above its market value, 
and then, perhaps having taken 
more pounds in premium than they 
would have done had the car been 
covered for its real value only, the 
company, when a total loss occurs, 
only agrees to pay one-half the 
amount on which it has taken 
premium. The ~ company, of 
course, has the ready defengo’that 
the policy points out that only the 
market value will be paid in the 
event of losa, and that if the 
assured is so foolish as to over- 
insure it and expect to mike a 
profit on its los he is over- 
estimating the gullibility of insur- 
anen companies. No doubt most 
companies express this in other 
terms and -some- defend their 
attitude by other arguments, but 
the position is not a happy one for 
the Inte car owner. 


A Suggestion. 


It would be a good idea if every 
company would put a conspicuous 
note in their proposal form, con- 
nected by an asterisk with the 
question asking the value, suggrest- 
ing-to the proposer that he should 
not over-value the car na in tho 
event of total loss only the market 
value at the time of Ions will be 
paid and that the figure he inserts 
merely acta ag o maximum and a 
basis for premium. | At-the time 
of each renewal the company 
should remind the car owner that 
the cur has depreciated and sug- 
rest that he reduces the value 
necordingly. Some people, may 
ask why the company itaclf docs 
nat put a value on the car and 
pay up on that value; to.do this, 
the company would havo 
to: send an engineer to fnspect 
every car, except new ones and 
even then the matter of.ngreoment

Another renson is 
that an old chenp car {fs generally 
more carelessly driven, and by a 
less careful porson, than is a 
valunble car. while, in addition, 
repairs to an old car often coat 
more, : 


Carbon-Monoxide Fumes. 


According to an English writer, 
n specini and pecullar danger 
arises in connexion with charges 
of drunkenness ngainst motor 
drivers, and it Is quite possible 
that in a numbor of cases a man 
has. been accused of drunkenness 
when in reality he was suffering 
wholly. ‘or ‘partly from carbon- 
monoxide fumes, duc to some 
defect in tho engine, or in tho 
exhaust syatem, or in the car ven- 
tilntion. ‘ . 

The writer declares that no one 
wishes to shelter the man who 
takes nlcohol or any drug to such, 
an extent that he cannot control 
his car properly, and it js most 
desirable that the drunken driver 
should be elimfnated. The , dif- 
ficulty in many cases ‘s that 4 
driver must ndmit to having taken 
some alcoholic drink, or his breath 
indicates that ho has dono. 80, 
This evidence has been regarded 
ag quite sufficient for the average 
policeman. or doctor to assume 
that he had taken enough drink to 
become intoxicated. 


Highly Dangerous, 


Now carbon-monoxide gas is & 
highly dangerous and insidious 
gas which can produce symptoms 
that may be honestly mistaken for 
drunkenness. This gas results 
from imperfect combustion, and as 
perfect combustion Js not always 
attained in an engine, there can 
be frequent inatances, ¢s ecially 
when starting ‘up or running the 
engine | Idle, when carbon- 
monoxide, is excessively. produced 
in mixture with the other products 
gf combustion, If these. fumes 
‘come throush chinks in the floor- 
boards into a closed car which is 
badly ventilated, then a yradual 
process of carbon-monoxide 
poisoning may be set up. f in, 
these circumstances a’ driver 
takes an umount of alcohol which 
is well within his normal safe 
allowance It ix conceivable that 
the effects will be much more 
marked than in normal circum- 
stances. He has no suspicion of 
the gas poisoning or of the effects 
which it would produce. 


Warned of these possibilities, 
the sensible driver will abstain 
from alcohol altogether while on 
a journey, und the practice of 
offering alcoholic drinks to drivers 
should be discouraged. 


Rattery Cells. 


Never ndd anything to the bat-, 
tery cella except distilled water: 
Battery cells are ‘filled with a 
mixture of sulphuric acid and 
whter, and the carrect proportion 
of acid In the mixtute should be 
rather exactly maintained. The 
water in this mixture Js constantly 
evapornting by heat and is also 
decomposed und Jost as hydrogen 
ind oxygen gas whenever the colls 
are being overcharged. Water 
thus lost must be replenished to 
maintain the. quid level in the 
cellx. The sulphuric acid in the 
mixture docs not evaporate by heat 
nor {a it. decomposed ‘into gascs 
which escapo from the cells und 
in the normal aie of a 
Unttery all the sulphuric ncid to 
water adopted in the original set- 
up of o -battery | is sufficient to 
reduce its internal resistante to a 
feasible point and to render “tho 
liquid immune against ‘freezing, 
but dt is not sufficiently great to 
cause the plates to be detrimen- 
tnily affected or to causo thé 
insulating separators between tho 
plates to. be. anton. Away ‘pt an 
excessive rate. ; :

“As moat electric horns, do not 
give a deep-toned note It was at 
first:decided to forbid their’ use on 
motor-coaches,

horns are not only allowed but also 
required.

Two names famous In_ British 
motoring history that will always 
be associated together ure those of 
Sir Henry Royce und the late 
Charles “Stewart Rolls, joint 
founders .in 1906 of .the firm of 
Rolls-Royce, Ltd. Yet it would be 
nard to find two careers more dia- 
similar. 


In the first cdeende 
century Rolls, a) highly capable 
cosineer with Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, bebind him, 
was the gifted amateur of ty 
novel forms of locomotion, mote 
ingg and avintion. He was only 35 
when he was killed while flying 
ut Bournemouth, One of + the 
most daring of pioneer pilots and 
the winner of several trophies, he 
necomplished, among other feats 
notable in their day, that of cross- 
ing and recrossing the English 
Channel’ in 96 minutes, 


His interest in motoring was no 
lege keen, He devoted his weallh 
and energy to the development of 
the motor-car, He took part in 
rices, investizated new designs, 
at once saw the merits of a 10-h.p, 
eur constructed by Mr. Royce, 
then head of a firm manufacturing 
electrical machinery, and invited 
Mr, Royee to enter the motor-cur 
industr: A septrate company 
formed, of which Rolly became the 
technical director. Mr.. Royer 
worked out every detail in the 
engine of his car, He has design- 
ed) every) = motor-car and nero 
engine that has left his factory 
since that day. At one time when 
the firm was in its infaney he used 
to xo round the workshops with 
n hammer, smashing any material 
that did not come up to his own 
exacting standards, 

But now this great) envine 
designs his cars in a room of } 
villa on the Mediterranean or in 
the conipletely equipped = drawing 
efice in his country house in 
England, He has become almost 
a recluse, and is an enthusiastic 
gardener, 

AIL his life he hus worked hard. 
When 10 years old: he. sold ni 
papers, Then he was apprenticed 
in the lncomotive workshops of the 
Great Northern Rallway at Peter- 
Lorough, and Iater helped to make 
suns at Leeds. Before he was 20 
he did pionecr work in Hihting the 
strects of London and Manchester 
by electricity. -At 21, with a capi- 
tal of less than £100, he founded 
his own business as a manufac- 
turer of arc Jamps and afterwards

In Oxford. From repairing it was 
u short step to building his own 
bicycles, which he hirea out ta 
undergraduates to ride racos in 
the “High” About 1900 he was 
himself a well-known amateur 
track-rider. . 

Then he began to repair motor- 
bicycles and soon afterwards to 
manufacture them. He beenme 
the proprictor of a garage in 
Oxford and for ten years con- 
tinued to make motor-bicyeles and 
to study the motor-cars that were 
brought to him fer ndjustments 
and overhaul, Gradually — he 
nequired n little cnapitnl and oa

Sir William Morris's formidable 
rival Sir Herbert Angtin is also 
a great mechanic, Whose cnreer js 
one of the. romances of ao still 
young and romantic industry, As 
n boy, he was apprenticed to ar’ 
uncle, an engineer in Australia; 
there he managed several small 
works — before returning . to 
England to control the manufac- 
ture of sheen-shearing machines 
jn Birmingham, to the use of 
which he had converted many of 
the farmers of Australia. 

In the middle of the 'ninctics he 
designed his first car, o three- 
wheel vehicle with a 2-h.p. engine, 
the first long-distance test in 1900. 
Having helped to construct sheep- 

arera, he next became Wolse- 

‘4 general manager when that 
firm began to manufacture motor- 
curs. In 1906 he bought. an. old 
and disused factory six or aéven 
railes from Birmingham, sand there 
started to construct motor-cars on 
his own, with an output of 50 cara 
in the firat year.

Another competitor in th 
1,000-miles test in 1900 wae Mr. J 
D. Siddeley, then managing dlr 
tor of n company whith manufac- 
tured pneumatic tyres. Two 
years Inter he formed a company 

ich built’ curs to his specificn- 
tions and patents, and soon after- 
wards amalgamated with the 
growing Wolseley organisation. 
For many yenrs this now veteran 
inventor has impressed the mark 
of his inventive skil) and imaginn-; 
tion on the motor industry, and 
to-day, as he has shown, he can 
still spring surprises, , 

None of the pioneers is more 
remarkable than Mr. F, W. Lan- 
chester. As works mannyger and 
designer to a company manufac 
turing gas engines he wae respon- 
sible for important inventions 
relating to  internal-combustion 
engines before he turned his ver- 
satile mind to the construction of 
motor-cars. In the early ’nineties 
he wrote ably on the science of 
Night, of which he was an cager 
student. 

His motor-car of 1895 achieved 
a speed of 12 mph. and was run 
on the high roads in defiance of 
the red-flag regulations. There

‘LAWLESS PROVINCES. 


BRITISH POLICE WORK ON 
: THE YANGTZE! 


“Tho Work of British Gunbuats 
on the Yangtze” was the subject 
of a lecture given at the Royal 
United Service Institution, White- 
hall, by Vice-Admiral HH. J. 
Tweedie, who was sonior naval 
officer on the Yangtze River from 
1927 to 1929, Admiral Sir 
Reginald ‘Tyrwhitt presided. 


Vice-Admiral Tweedie 
description of the waters on 
which the. flotilla operates, and 
anid the part of the river where 
the gunbonts worked was a 
stretch of about 1,600 miles. For 
convenience of reference’ it avna 
divided into three parts—the 
lower, middle, and upper rivers. 
Each had its own special and 
very different characteriaties— 
material and political, The lower 
river, from the mouth to Hankow, 
was a run of 600 miles. It might 
he said roughly that in the lower 
river districts, and including 
Hankow, they anw semi-Weatern 
methods of government. Foreign- 
ers were plentiful. Above Han- 
kiny the foreigner was more 
acaree. To land in or near a 
village was to Invite the curiogity 
of men, women, and citildren, and 
it was curious that the moro re- 
mote the village the more friendly 
they seemed. More than once he 
had known the lJoent Hnguist 
pushed forward to warn him not 
to go In a particular direction 
“beenuse of bad men,” otherwise 
brigands, for this, tho land be- 
tween Hankow and Ichaong, 600 
miles, was the Jand of brigands.: 

Piracy waa perhaps the natural 
result of prolonged civil war. 
Rebellings genernsls on meeting 
with defent loosed on the country.

for British gunbonts to dpal with. 
Above Hankow there avts no civil 
government in the land, even of 
the most primitive type, and he

"It was in this district,” the 
lecturer said, “that we once came 
abreast of a cluster of big sail- 
ing junks at anchor, and aa wo 
approached there was .a terrific 
hullabaloo. 1 told the captain to 
stop and sce what was the mat- 
ter, It apponred that lena than 
an hour before the junka had been 
boarded by pirates, looted, and an 
old man, deseribed as very rich, 
and two girls had been borne off 
ar prisoners.

The punhont  flotiila was part 
of the China Fleet and worked 
directly under the orders of the 
Commander-in-Chief. There were 
nine towns on, the river, not 
counting Shanghai, where there 
were permanent British interests 
and traders living with their 
wives and families, There were, 
hesides, two'big British shipping 
firms which had regulir passenger 
and cargo steamers plying up and, 
down the whole stretch of the 
river, a third line trading ex- 
clusively in oil. To meet these 
commitments we had 13 gunbonts, 
of which one was the flagship and 
must be free to move anywhere 
at a moment’s notice. The flotilla 
would not be numerically strong 
enough without assistance from 
the Fleet, which took the form of 
a cruiser frequently at Nanking, 
and one at Hankow.

Plans for an- Internationnl 
quota agreement for tin embracing 
nincty per cont of tho world out- 
put, are set forth In a cireular 
lotter to members of the Tin Pri 
ducers’ “Association from Sie 
William Peat, tho chairman of tho 
executive committec. 

This agreement, which is now 
being finally considered by: the 
Governments concerned, and 14 
subject to their nasent, provides: 

Firstly, that the international 
quotas shall be retrospective from 
January 1, 1931, so that any t{n 
or tln ore exported after Decem- 
ber $1 will be brought within the 
allotted quotas for the firat quar- 
ter of 1931, 

Sacondly, the agreement shall 
continuo in force for two years, 

Thirdly, the quotas --but not 
the ratio of quotas—sthall be 
varied perfodically 14 conditions 
require, the purpose of the agree- 
ment being correlation of supply 
and demand and reduetion of the 
present accumulated stocks to 
normal proportions. 

Fourthly, the “ratios” aro hased 
on the agreed production of 1 
For example, the Malayan ratio 
shall represent the proportion of 
world prodifetion exported — by 
Malaya in 1029, namely 37.14 per 
centum. Similarly the ratios of 
Bolivia, the Dutch East © Indi 
and Nigerta will aggregate 49.6 
per cent. 

The , “quotas” represent the 
maximum tonnages — exportable 
from January 1, 1981, and are 
determined in each ease by apply. 
ing the “ratios” to the ayyregate 
amount of tin te which, under the 
agreement, it may be declded to 
limit exports.

Amsterdam, Nov. 30. 

Amsterdam, though 16 miles 
from the sea, is setting out to be- 
come one of the foremost European 
ports. Extensive works on the 
North Sea Canal are being carricd 
out, a8 a result of which a vast 
necession of new trafic ix anti- 
cipated. * 

The canal at the moment is 164 
feet wide nt bottom, ond haa a 
depth of 32 feet. The works now 
in hand will increase the width 
first to 246 fect and later to 328 
feet, while the canal is being dredg- 
ed to 41 fest, the ultimate depth 
planned being 49 feet. 

The importanco of the, enlarge- 
ments may be judged when com- 
parison is made with the  dimen- 
sions of the Suez and Panama 
Canals. The former. haa a depth 
of 30 and a width of 147° feat, 
while the latter is 45 feet deep and 
300 feet wide, 

Work is already well in hand at 
different points along the canal 
bank, and new and extra dykes are 
being built. to hold the increased 
quantity of water, the level of 
which in many parts is well above 
that of the surrounding fields.

GAMBLING RAID IN 
- SHANGHAL 


OVER HUNDRED FOREIGNERS 
ARRESTED. 


PARTY SURPRISED. 


Shanghni, Dec. 22. 

* One hundred and fifty persons 
wore arrested just after. midnight 
on Saturday ina police raid on the 
Shanghai United Club, 306 Avenue 
Foch, The raid was carried out 
under: CI: P. J, Dunne of - Louza’ 
by n party of police 60 strong, who 
appronched the club in three 
wagons from the Reserve Unit 
and Central Station. 

Twenty dollars ‘bail was re- 
quired from each player before re- 
Jease. The bulk of those In the 
club are snid to have beon Ruasian 
and Portuguese. Police found ap- 
parntus in use for a variety of 
games, including chemin de fer 
and lotto. 

This is the largest raid in police 
anrnla. More than 100 foreigners 
were on the premises at the time 
tho raid was made, of whom 12 are 
subjects of extraterritorial 
powers, 

. Very Httle monuy waa seized by 
the police. not over $30. Tt is 
understood that chips are: pur- 
chased by players before play- 
ing. 

More than 40 officers, uniformed 
mon and detectives, aurrounded 
the house quickly. With Chief 
Inspr. Dunne and Inspr. Jefferson 
in the load, the party swarmed 
through the entrances completely 
surprising those at the tables and 
diners as well, 

In the dining room were about 
35 persons. In the room devoted 
to lotto more were seated, while 
in the chemin de fer room a Jesser 
number were round the tables. 

Owing to the telephone having 
been disconnected many of the 
guests were slightly embarrassed 
in the matter of securing bail 
money and police escorts assisted 
them if posible. But bail moncy 
was forthcoming in the majority 
of the cases, although neither .of 
the alleged proprictora war allow- 
ed their liberty.
